T h e T e le g r a p h has kept its readers 
well adv ised in regard to the action of 
the courts in considering this most remark* 
able case. 
No trial approaching It in im­ 
portance has bcforecome before the courts 
of this country . 
Here was organized a 
society of men whose sole object w as the 
destruction of law and order in thLcuun 
try . 
In countries where despotism is in 
power such associations may hav e a little 
ex cuse for their ex istence in some mod­ 
erate or reasonable form, but here where 
the people rule and where the laboring 
man has us much to say in making laws 
as the millionair there is not the slightest 
reason for treason in any phase whatev er. 
The only form of treason which has come 
to plague this gov ernment since that of 
the rebellion which was inaugurated for j 
the purpose of perpetuating slav ery , has ■ 
made its appearance in the meetings of 
Anarchists. 
And it is an ex asperating . 
fact that the proceedings of most, if not j 
all, of the lawless meetings held in vindi- 
j 
cation of the Anarchists, jpfid to protest 
against the ex ecution of Joe law, are con­ 
ducted in a foreign laft^uage. 
But few 
of those participating in these meetings 
are, or ev er intend to become American 
citizens. 
Indeed we may say that not 
one per cent of those who sy mpathize 
with the Anarchists are of American birth. 
Parsons is, we believe, tbe only American 
among the prisoners in the Chicago jaij 
and he was in the rebel army ; a traitor to 
his gov ernment. 
These men hav e had 
all the benefits of the law and the rule 
and practices of our courts, while the 
judges from the lowest to the highest hav e 
now passed upon the legal q uestions 
which were brought out by the defend­ 
ants’ attorney s and it now only remains 
for Gov ernor Oglesby to approv e of the 
proceedings. 
It is in his power to save 
the culprits from death, but we do Dot 
think that ho will interfere. 
If the An* 
arcb;sts hav e not had a fair trial then all 
our courts are v ery much out of joint. 
The prisoners claim that they are to be 
illegally ex ecuted. 
Well, if they hav e 
Dot had all the technical benefits of the 
law they must remember that they them­ 
selv es are a lawless lot; men who hav e 
sneered at all law and order. 
When we 
consider the bent of all the political con­ 
duct of tbe Chicago Anarchists, and 
think of the natural result of the princi­ 
ples they adv ocate, we know v ery well 
that should that society of men gain con­ 
trol in this country the result would be a 
repetition of tbe French Rev olution. We 
would hav e a Reign of Terror here i 
America that would be far more terrible 
than the appalling bloody carnage that 
swept ov er Paris, and indeed all France, 
less than one hundred y ears ago. 
Those 
hav ing the law to enforce now must not 
hesitate. 
Self preserv ation is the first 
law of nature. 
We can not forget that 
Spies and Parsons and the rest are made 
up of the same composition (but less 
ability ) as that which was a leading char- 
prieristic of the leaders of the French 
rev olution, Robeepierie, Marat, 
Barere 
and others, who guillotined men and wo­ 
men by tens of thousands, on pretex ts as 
friv ilous as that of wearing silk stockings. 
Ev en when a fair trial was granted men 
and women were found guilty and ex e­ 
cuted for conduct that would not now be 
punished by thirty day s imprisonment. 
A good character, 
Christianity and hon­ 
esty , were not only no safeguards from 
collection, but often an assurance of cer­ 
tain death. 
Pricris were ex ecuted for 
ex pressing a belief in a God other than 
the 
fiendish leader of the rev olution. 
The Sansculotte hedd sway because they 
did not see fit to wear pantaloons, and 
murdered men because they were able to 
wear decent clothing. 
It was an insane 
rago against respectability . 
Commenc­ 
ing as a foe to despotism it became fear­ 
fully despotic. 
Originating in opposition 
to mon^-cky it ended in terror to Repub­ 
licanism. 
Good men and statesmen were 
murdered by the thousands because they 
fav ored such a gov ernment as we hav e 
here in the United States;or because they 
objected to turning Fience ov er to a Paris 
mob. 
A v eteran of niuety y ears was ex ­ 
ecuted because he fav ored federalism. In 
those day s, as lato as 179 4, a beggar—a 
tramp—could make a shopkeeper turn 
pale with fear upon simply uttering the 
suggestion that » he dealer was an aristo­ 
crat. 
And » hat terrible slav ery was im­ 
posed upon the nation in the name of lib 
erty . 
A drunken man desecrated the 
“ tree of liberty ,” a mere shrub in a park, 
and for that he was ex ecuted . 
T iie T e l ­ 


e g r aph can but recall the fact that the 
American Anarchists hav e the same hatred 
for all forms of worship that possessed 
the fanatics of the French commune, who 
tore down the crosses from tbe churches 
and placed 
in their stead liberty caps; 
while on the doors of houses of worship 


were painted in bold letters “ There is no 
God.” 
The reign of terror was not con­ 
fined to Paris. 
Indeed it spread a11 ov er 
F,anoe; just as the Anarchists are seik* 
ing to cov er the United States with their 
wicked society . 
In nearly ev ery town in 
France in the name of liberty most filthy 
and cruel outrages were committed. Tiiat 
Anarchists! of this country are fanatics 
and men of education is true and so were 
the leaders in the Reign of Terror, and 
for that v ciy reason do the men at Chica­ 
go deserv e more richly the full and com­ 
plete punishment that the law stipulates. 
The men awaiting ex ecution knew v ery 
well the results of their fiendish acts and 
the punishment that the law has fix ed. 
Anarchists brutally 
murdered sev eral 
policemen that were on duty . 
They hav e 
been conv icted of the crime, nnd there is 
but one course for the officers of the law, 
and that is to ex ecute the sentence of the 
comt, that others of that class may know 
that q uick aud certain punishment is the 
inev itable doom of 
each und ev ery 
Anarchist 
murderer. 
At a meeting 
of Anarchists in New York the other day 
the cry , “God bless the hand that threw 
that bomb” was often heard. 
This is the 
fiendish spirit of these people. The crime 
committed by the Chicago conv icts in­ 
dicated a deadly hostility to law and or­ 
der, good gov ernment and civ ilization; 
and therefore it created a profound sen­ 
sation throughout 
the nation and the 
globe. 
It was a rev lv ul of that dev ilish 
spirit which, when under headway , would 
result in a reign of terror in our own 
happy land. 
The men conv icted were 
hoping to prepare the minds of the honest 
working classes that they might be in 
veigled into acting with them. 
They are 
ripe for such a reign of terror here as that 
which cursed France less than a century 
since. 
Let those in authority nip it in 
the.bud by the prompt punishment of the 
sev en guilty leaders. 
The safety of the 
people and the welfare of the gov ernment 
demands that there shall be no maud1 in 
entimentality in this matter.

During the “whisky insurrection” in 
W estern Pennsylvania in 179*2, the 
loader, Bradford, acquired a powerful 
influence over a wealthy farmer named 
John Mitchel, and drew him deeply 
into tho conspiracy. 
Mitchel was a 
young, enthusiastic mau with a beauti­ 
ful home, a w ife, and one child. 
The conspirators believed that in­ 
formation of their plans had boon sent 
from tho little village of Washington, 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
to the President. 
Bradford persuaded Mitchel that the 
letters containing this information were 
in tho mails and must bo seized as an 
act of military necessity. 
Robbery of the mails was then an of- 
fenso punishable by death, but Mitchel, 
couvinced that he was risking his life 
to serve his country, joined by two 
other men, stopped the wagou on a 
lonely road between Washington and 
Pittsburgh, and carriod the mail-bag to 
Bradford’s house. 
It was opened, the 
damaging letters were taken out, and 
the rest were returned to the postoflico 
at Pittsburgh. 
When tho insurrection was quelled 
all tho leaders escaped excepting John 
Mitchel, who rode into camp, aud, find­ 
ing Gen. Morgan, gave himself up. 
“I have been a fool,” ho said. 
“Iseo 
that plainly. 
I am ready to bear tho 
punishment of my folly. ” 
Gen. Morgan, who know that he had 
been deceived by Bradford, was an­ 
noyed that ho had not made his escape 
with him. 
Ho believed Mitchel to to 
at heart an honost man, and, with the 
rest of tho county, liked and respected 
him, but knowing that if he was brought 
to trial the punishment would bo death 
lie determined to give him a chance to 
oscape. 
“You cannot bo tried lioro,” ho said. 
“I will give you a pass to Philadelphia. 
Report yourself there. ” 
“I am to have a guard?” 
“No, none.” 
The General turned on his heel and 
walked away. 
Ho intended and ex­ 
pected Mitchel to floe as soon as ho had 
reached the wilderness, but the young 
farm er’s honor was a stricter guard 
than soldiers would liuve been, and 
drove him without flinching to his 
death. 
Ho bade farowell to his wife and child 
and started alone on horseback to 
Philadelphia. 
It was a throo weeks’ 
journey, at any hour of which he could 
havo escaped. 
He reported himself as 
a prisoner, was tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to be hanged. 
When the news reached Gen. Mor- j 
gau he sent a special messenger to tho 
President, with an account of the facts 
in tho case. 
Washington, it is said, was 
aeep^v touched, and at onco sent a full 
pardon to Mitchel, with a message to 
return to his wife aH* « hildand to keen 
clear of conspirators for tho rost of Ins 
life.

Owens, tl to deceased, it ap p eal's, came to 
thie city nearly a y ear and a half ago, « orno 
two or three day s after the Hay market riot 
at Cbioago, in a « omewhnt dilap idated roe 
ditlon, rep resenting himself to !hj h carj>out*i 
out of a j >t>. 
H eat once soeured work at. 
Homestead w ith J. R Mullett, and since that 
time has t/een working steadily alongside of 
a man named FielTer, also a carp enter. 
When Owens began work lie sai I ho had Just 
como from Chicago, where ho had a brother 
living, and seemed nervous and startlod at 
every thing. 
One day while PeifTer and Owens were nt 
work an officer came to Homestead in search 
of a man on a charge of desertion. 
Seeing 
Owens, and not knowing what his man 
looked like, the officer naked Mr. Mullett who 
Owens was, and w as told, whereup on he went 
away . 
The men at work heard that the ofll- 
cor had asked who Owens was, and out of 
m ischief told him that an officer was after 
him. 
He became very much ex cited, and 
went to Mr. Mullett at once, wanting what 
p ay was due him, and ex p ressing a desire to 
got away from Homestead as soon us 
ble, hut when assured that he wus not the 
man tho officer wanted ho wont to work 
again, seemingly contented. 
This conduct interested Mr. PeifTer, who 
was rooming na well ns working in Ids com­ 
p any , and at tho first op p ortunity ho begun a 
sy stematic inquiry of Owens us to his cause 
of alarm. 
In this conversation PeifTer swore 
before Hquire* OeíTnor in the course of the in­ 
quest Thursday that Thomas Owens « aid: 
“I am very sorry for those Anarchists in 
Chicago who are now in Jail charged with 
throwing the bond) at the Huy market riot. 
There are other« outside who are more to 
blame than they . 
I was at the llay iimrket 
riot, and am an Anarchist, and say that 1 
threw a bomb in that riot.” 
Poiff r was caut ioned to keep the statement 
a secret, and for that reason he did not toll 
the story until after tho death of Owens. The 
w ay the story hap p ened to come out was that 
all tho men emp loy ed on the building were 
standing around the ’Bquiro’s ofilce, having 
been summoned there as witno^es in the 
Owens iriqu - t, and while there i ’t*iff**r and 
Mullett began talking of this story . “1 heard 
their remarks,” said tho ’Squire to a rep orter, 
‘kind immediately cal Uni Peiftof to the stand, 
swore him, and although it had nothing todo 
with the case of Owens’ death, y et under oath 
he told the story I have just related.” 
Imp roved by the « taiemont of Peiffer, the 
Squire held an ex amina.ion of the eftecta of 
the deceased. 
In his trunk were found a 
number of letter« , one of which was from a 
broth* r, cautioning him not to write homo 
for font* his letters might t>e intercep ted and 
his whereabouts thus revealed, telling him 
that his ol i home was watched, and advising 
him to act with caution and p ut as great a 
distance <us p ossible between him x di uu I Chi- 
cago. 
Charles Dudgin, a contractor an l tudder, 
and r**j 
citizen of Hnsnoat'oftd, told The 
Disp atch rep orter that ho was well acquaint­ 
ed with Owens in Chicago, 
He first met him 
nt the Pittsburg house, fill West Adams 
street, Chicago, on Oct. 1», PvS5. 
They bo- 
came linn friends, and were frequently to­ 
gether. 
Ho was with Owens a few day s be­ 
fore the riot, arid met him once on tho street 
after that fearful night. 
Owens was an en­ 
thusiastic Anarchist and attended all then* 
meeting« . 
("ap t. Mullett, the owner of considerable 
p rop erty at Homestead, and regarded asa 
man of * crucify , stated that Owens had con­ 
fessed to him that ho had thrown the bomb. 
Owens lived at Mullett’« house from tho 
time he came to Homestead, over a y ear ago, 
and was a man of steady habits. 
During 
the visit of Mrs. Parsons to Pittsburg, about 
a y ear ago, Owens quit- work and remained 
with her until « ho left the city . 
Among his effects were found a number of 
letters and a p hotograp h of himself taken by 
M. J. Crowley , of West. Adams street, Chi­ 
ngo, One of tho letters was from his sister, 
living in B o uth Wales, in which she said: 
‘•Father say s not to have any thing to do w ith 
those Boeiali ls. 
They are bad p eop le.” 
The veracity of ’Squire OeiTnor, Mr. Pei IT >r 
and Mr. Mullett i ; unquestioned 
They are 
all men of high standing in the community .

His sp eech was mainly a defense of 
t he government’s Irish p olicy and concluded 
with tho declaration that the ministry was 
r* solved to p roceed boldly and firmly with 
tho work it bad undertaken in Ireland, and 
equally determined to bring it to a good and 
sat i .factory ending.

Chief Justice Waite by sending him an in­ 
fernal machine through the mails turns out 
to be a most absurd humbug. 
A hard-up 
newspaper hanger-on, whose reputation for 
fabrication of groundless sensations ought to 
have nmdo the story worthless, seems to have 
been its author. 
Tho alleged infernal ma­ 
chine turns out to l>e a pasteboard box con­ 
taining a glass tube filled with sawdust dis­ 
colored with ink to make it resemble “giant 
powder.” 
Tho en Is of tho tube are filled 
with shoe-blacking to give it a more realistic 
appearance. 
A copper wire is run through 
it and a percussion cap attached. 
This was 
mailed to the chief justice. 
A little later tho author of the scheme 
called and told the chief justice that he had 
seen tho package mailed him by somebody, 
and thought it might bo dynamite. 
He was 
told that nothing had boeu received. 
Soon 
after his departure, however, the package 
arrived and was opened by the chief justice 
at his tablo in the presence of his family. 
Late in tho evoning the originator of tho 
scheme called again and asked about it, and, 
being informed that such a package had been 
received, rushed oft and told his story to 
every credulous newpoper that would buy 
it at a»jT price, notifying the police and postr 
office, meantime, to give the story more the 
air of credibility. 
He is now in tho hands of the police, who 
says that, while the box was not a dangerous 
one, tho scheme was outrageously so, both 
because of its involved attempt to deceive 
and also in its suggostiveness at this critical 
time. 
lie will probably be vigorously dealt 
with. 
Tho story was published in the local 
papers hero in two and three-column articles, 
with head-lines occupying a half column. 
The perpetrator of the affair has confessed 
that he invented the whole scheme for the 
purpose of soiling tho story to newspapers. 
His name is Shelburne G. Hopkins. 
Hopkins 
a.N|0 confessed that he was assisted in his 
v i leme by Arthur B. Sperry, a reporter 
On a local paper bore. 
Hopkins, in his con­ 
fession, said that the small pWal which was 
’"found in the package contained only ink and 
a very small quantity of powder, just sulfi- 
cient to burst tiro phial and alarm tho person 
who might open the package. 
Sperry is the 
party who called at the chief justice’s resi­ 
dence Thursday evening. 
Both Hopkins and 
Sperry were arrested on a charge of conspir­ 
acy to defraud the new.-.paper correspond­ 
ents.

The braying of a donkey w ill sound no 
more melodious to your ears because it is 
called a “ dickey,” while a Norfolk girl is 
none the less attractive for being called 
‘m awthcr.” 
A Norfolk man w ill “ crowd” a barrow, 
not wheel it; while his little son w ill 
jiffle” at church, not fidget. 
Spring 
lambs down there are “ kedgey, ’ not 
sprightly; while ducks enjoy themselves 
in a “ svv uige ’ instead of a puddle. 
The 
tart arid juicy gooseberry becomes a 
‘thape,” and the ringdove a “ dow;” the 
jackdaw a “ cadder, ” the sea gull a “ cob 
and the snail a “ dodman.” The Norfolk 
people “ mardlo” instead of gossip; they 
are “ slake,” * but not idle; they 
“ stuggy” when they build strongly. They 
“ shuck” peas, “ would “ shug” (shake) 
a cocktail, if such a thing were known 
there, and “ skink” (serve) out beer; while 
water just frozen is said to 1x3 “ laid. ’ The 
mist and fog which rise over the fen 
country is called “ roke;” and if you failet

They get into the habit at the 
brewery. 
Every brewery has what is 
called a taproom, which is nothing more 
nor less than a free bar. 
Beer is always 
on tap there, and tho employes have free 
access to it, with the privilege of helping 
themselves whenever they please. W hen­ 
ever a brewery man goes to the taproom 
for beer lie never drinks fewer than two 
! glasses. 
These are turned off in the 
twinkling of an eye. 
The men drink bo 
much that they lose their natural inclina­ 
tion to eat like oth er people. They seldom 
eat a hearty meal, a bite now and again 
between drinks being sufficient to appease 
the appetite.

“I was ou t in my dooryard one morning 
beforo breakfast last su mmer, and saw 
a gentleman in my cowyard. 
He np oli- 
! gized for h is intru sion, as h o termed 
| it, bu t saying, T got ou t of my ear- 
riage, sir, to look at you r barn cellar. 
I am taken with its p lan and stru ctu re, 
and th ou gh t I migh t gain an idea th at 
I may p u t in p ractice at h ome. 
My 
name is Webster of Marsh field. 
1 am 
taking a look rou nd among my neigh ­ 
bors to see if I can learn someth ing 
abou t farming.’ ‘Oh , Mr. Webster I 
My name is Collau iore. 
l am h ap p y to 
see you , Mr. Webster; won’t you walk 
in, sir ?* ‘Not to-day, sir, if you will 
excu se mo. Bu t, Mr. Collatnoro, we are 
neigh bors, not v ery far ap art, and I 
sh ou ld be h ap p y to see you at my h ou se.

Th e idea of th is allu sion 
to old-fash ioned times was to h is gu ests 
v ery lu dicrou s, and was one of th o inci­ 
dents th ey allu ded to wh en tliev sp oke 
with each oth er of th eir v isit to * Marsh ­ 
field. 
I rank Pierce was a fine h orseman, 
and wh en th e World’s Fair was op en 
at New York, in Ju ly, 18 53, h o ap ­ 
p eared at th e morning rev iew of th e 
troop s on th e battery mou nted on th e 
fu ll-blooded ch arger, Black Warrior, 
owned by Major Merrill, of th e United 
States Dragoons, th en p ast 21 year» 
old, and ch erish etSfor th o long and 
faith fu l serv ices h o h ad p erformed.

Sh ortly after th o p rocession reach ed 
th o p ark, a sh ower of rain, wh ich h ad 
sometime th reatened to fall, came down 
with great emp h asis, and cau sed a gen­ 
eral scattering of th e sp ectators. E v en 
th e well-ordered ranks of th e military 
were not p roof against it, and many of 
th e soldiers look refu ge in doorways 
and u nder awnings.

h owev er, did not flinch , bu t brav ely 
h eld ou th eir march , defying th e p elt­ 
ing of th e rain.

u rged to dismou nt and take refu ge/ 
th e President refu sed to break u p th e 
line of march .

Coffin, of Newbu ryp ort wh en 
th ey were boys, afterwards exh ibited 
th emselv es and wh en th ey h ad accu mu ­ 
lated some p rop erty determined to 
settle down and p u rch ase a p lantation 
in th o u p -cou ntry of North Carolina.

T H E T U R T LE AT 
HOME. 


D ow the B a ha m a Ncgr<H*H H urvest the 
Croj» —C ap ture of a P rize. 
The green turtlo of the metropolitan 
restaurant, when it does not come from 
the remnants of the roast veal and iVied 
chicken of the day before, comes chieily 
from the Bahamas tutd from Nassau, tlic 
only city of the Bahamas. 
They are 
harvested also in Cuba, Havti and at 
many points on the southern coast, but 
in the Bahama Islands they seem to find 
the richest feeding grounds. 
Circuit 
J ustice L. D. Powles, of Bahama Island, 
whose experience has been ample, telling 
how the amiable and luscious beast is 
raptured in bis neighborhood, says: 
“ These families who live in the out 
islands and do all the turtle fishing that 
is not done by the strictly business 
schooners and men from Nassau, have 
for a home a house whose walls are built 
of coral limestone, roughly plastered to­ 
gether and roofed with palmetto thatch. 
There are probably twelve or fourteen in 
the family, and they all live in one little 
room, pretty nearly hare of furniture. 
Nobody but papa and mamma rise to the 
dignity of a lied. The rest can sleep any­ 
where. 
When not asleep, nearly all 
their lives are spent out of doors. Behind 
the house is some big tree, where mother 
cooks anti washes and father whacks her 
and the children by turns, unless, as oc­ 
casionally happen*, she is lions, and does 
the whacking herself. 
They have not 
much need of money, for they can grow 
oranges, bananas and other tropical fruit? 
in plenty, with corn and sweet j>otatoea, 
and fish is to be had for the catching. 
But the out-islander stands sometimes in 
need of clothes and groceries, which have 
to be paid for. 
As turtles will either 
produce cash or its substitute, he occa­ 
sionally goes off on a turtling oxjiodition. 
After days of postponing and ] » lilting off, 
he finally pulls himself together, and off 
lie goes, pressing all his family into the 
service. 
There is not much need to close 
up th e.house, for there are no robbers, 
and no probable intruder exempt the hogs, 
which don’t count. 
Still he probably 
shuts it up, for *de look 
of de ting,’ for 
the darky is very punetillious about cer­ 
tain matters. 
“ The turtle beach may be many milt's 
away, but most likely he lias a boat, in 
which he manages to reach it in the 
course of a few hours. 
All the party 
have hare feet, hut*otherwise a re d re sse d 
much tli(‘ same as civilized people. 
Ex­ 
ternal decency is one of those matters on 
which the Bahamian negro is most scru­ 
pulous. 
“ Arrived at the turtle beach, he puts 
one of the toys in the boat and lets him 
row along it, while the rest of the party 
walk, keeping a sharp lookout for turtles. 
Some times the beach is ten miles long, 
and perhaps the party draw the whole of 
it blank, in which ease they beach the 
boat an<l camp out for the night. 
Per- 
kaps they have the luck to see a monster 
green turtle b efore they have measured 
half the distance. 
If the p arty is in luck 
and sights a monster female turtle of 50 b 
pounds, laying her eggs in the hot sand 
a little ahead, the party divides at once 
and the chattering ceases -silence i 
a necessary element of success. 
One- 
half of tlv* party make for the water 
to cut off her retreat; the other half steal 
noiselessly up and turn her on her back 
-—a tough job in the case of a turtle as 
big as 500 pounds. Once on her back she 
is helpless, and some of the other party 
gooff in search of palmetto leaves or 
tough grass with which to tie her fins, 
while the others stand round and talk to 
lier, jeering and making game of her for­ 
lorn condition, taking care, however, to 
give her mouth a wide berth, for she is 
still able to bite with considerable effect. 
When the others return they cut slits in 
her fins and tie them back tightly to­ 
gether. 
Thus secured, she is carried on 
board the boat and given in charge of the 
boy, while the land contingent start on 
their road rejoicing, in search of another 
victim. 
Before going on, though, they 
w ill lunch on the eggs their prisoner has 


left behind her. 
These eggs are a deli­ 
cacy much prized in N« s*nti, hut prolw- 
My by the time they get there they 
will 
have gone bad, and it is only on rare oc­ 
casions, when turtles are caught in N*w 
Providence or its immediate neighbor* 
hood, that they are found in the market, 
“ The eggs disputed of. the party moves 
on O! co more, and perhaps, just at the 
close of the day, catches a IiawkshiU, a 
good deal smaller in size, but quite ns 
valuab le, tor this time the value is in the 
shell, not in tin* weight. 
This is a good 
day’s work; the family row home con- 
te* tr 1. and place their turtles in a coo! 
pk.ee t > await the chance of a ship 1» 
carry tV m up to Nassau.” 
Another way of catching turtles is the 
pegging < f them in shoal water—that is, 
striking them with a 
grain or two 
o;r>n:'**d sjx*ar. 
This way is adopted by 
ves. «1 engage 1 in the turtle fisheries, but 
it can only be used in the ease of green 
turtles, as it damag'*s the shell. 
Besides the gm*n turtles and hawk- 
bills, tin re is another sjiecieH called the 
luhhrriu ad. which is of no practical use 
nt ail. 
The flesh of both the latter 
sjh*- 
cies i 
considered 
valueless, hut the 
natives manage to 
make 
substantial 
meals out of them nil the same. 
Most of the turtles taken are females, 
for it is 1 he f*-males only that come ashore 
for the purpose of laying their egg» , the 
males remaining usually in much deepi r 
water. 
The female is easily distinguished 
from the male by her tail, which is so 
short as to lie absolutely nominal, while 
his usually averages six or eight inches in 
length.—New York Sun. 


T lie C am els of T ex as. 
In 18 52 the United States government 
sent a small herd of camels into Texas 
with the idea of using them and their 
get to cross the so-called Great American 
Desert. 
The camels prosjiered and mul­ 
tiplied; but when the war came they 
were scattered through the state and in 
Arizona, and many of became wild. 
Railroads have solved the Great Ameri­ 
can Desert problem, and the camels have 
fallen into innocuous desuetude.—New 
York Sun.
